A Proposed Site in the Newly Ceded Sioux 
Reservation. 

Fort Pisrre, 8. D., April 23.—[Special.]-— 
It has just come to hght that a stupendous 
scheme is on foot to secure the Capital of 
South Dakota and place it upon the newly 
ceded portion of the great Sioux Reserva- 
won. For @ long time it has been 
known that a large body of the 
choicest land near Fort Pierre has been 
covered up and held by squatters, and 
it hag just leaked out that it is their intention 
to vacate the lands, which are situated near 
the mouth of Bad River, and allow the State 
Land Commissioner to locate the land in be- 
half of the State. This tract of land com- 
prises both bottom and tabie land and rises 
up in beautiful terraces until the tabie land 
is reached. The scheme would not have 
leaked out had it not been for the fact that 
about twenty-five of the best business- 
men of Pierre, the Capital boomers, bankers, 
and real estate hustlers, about two months 
ago started the Town of Stanley and under- 
‘took to get the county seat away trom Fort 
Pierre. Not having to exceed fifteen legal 
voters if Stanley they ‘took over about 100 
rounders from Pierre, and by tne liberal use 
of money effected a combination with the 
bolters from the regular convention and 
nearly captured the county seat.

launching the second of the grand exposi- 
tions given by America. The first was the 
ove held at Philadelphia in 1876. Though the 
event it commemorated was interesting and 
important, itcannot be compared with the 
one which will be celebrated in 1893. The 
Declaration of Independence was of mo- 
mentous import to the United States alone. 
The discovery of the Americas was the most 
important event that the worla has known 
or may ever know: It stiould be celebrated, 
therefore, one grander scale than the Phila- 
delphia Centennial, which was rather Na 
tional than international and in some. re-. 
svects local. 3 

Tne celebration of 1876 had to be held in 
Phiiadéiphia. [t would have been an ab- 
surdity for Congress to talk of having itelse- 
where. Theré might have been a hundred 
larger cities on the continent, but not one of 
them would have had Independence Hall or 
ite cracked Dell. When the time came to 
commemorate the discovery of the Western 
worlds it was free for Congress to say where 
it shoulda be done, ard what place should 
have imposed on it this great National re- 
sponsibility. Chicago was chosen. Not for 
the benefit of the city. Not that speculative 
real estate men might make money out of a 
site. Not that the South or West Side might 
gain something. Chicago was chosen be- 
cause it was believed that ite citizens, more 
than those of any other place, would labor to 
make the Exposition a success and because 
the location was in the heart of the con- 
tinent and the center of the Fair-going pop- 
ulation. \ 

During the preliminary stages of the Pnil- 
adeiphia Fair organization private citizens 
subscribed for $2,500,000 of ‘stock. The State 
of Pennsylvania gave a million, and Phiia- 
delphia a miihon and a half. Congress pro- 
vided for a commission to take charge of the 
work, and appropriated $800,000 for an ex- 
hibit of its own. It made it a Nawonal affair 
by express language. It provided at the 
same time, as in the Chicago bill, that “ the 
United States shall not be liabie forany ex- 
penses attending such Exposition, or by 
reason of the same.” 

A few months before the opening of the 
Pair it was discovered that there was not 
money enough. Individuai, State, and mu- 
nicipal funds did not suffice. An appeal was 
therefore made to Congress for a loan to be 
repaid out of the gate money. [t was de 
manded on the ground that the Govern- 
ment was practically identified with 
the Exposition, even though it was 
ope which Aad to be held in Philadelphia 
and was more or less local in its nature. It 
was said that foreign nations would neces- 
sarily identify the United States with the 
Fair, since it had asked them to attend it 
and its Commissioners bad charge of it. The 
money—$1,500,000—was loaned. 

The citizens of Chicago have already sub- 
scribed five million doliars, which is twice as 
much as thé Philadelphiars did. They pro- 
pose, by subscriptions or bonds, to raise as 


1 much more. Their State has given them 


nothing. Their city has given them nothing, 


| while Pennsylvania aod Philadelphia gave 
| two and a half millions and a site. But it 
| would be premature to say that neither Chi- 


cago nor the State of Iilinois will give any- 
thing. Neither of them in such a matter 
could antiopate the final action of the Na- 
wonal Government. The Fair had to have 
some recognition from Congress before Chi- 
cago or Llinois could act. If more money 
is needed than the ten millions which 
the unaided Ohicagoans will give, 
and the adaitional sums which may come 
from the city and State, why should 
not the General Government do something? 
The coming Fairis far more National and 
commemorates a vastly greater event. The 
Philadelphia Fair celebrated the birth of a 
nation; the Chieago Fair will celebrate the 
birth of three Americas. 

This fact is so apparent that one prominent 
Senator from an Eastern State said during 
the debate on the passage of the bill: 


For himself he could wish that the Federal 
Government was a subscriber to that stock to 
the smount of $2,000,000, and if any calamity 
should come, if having invited foreign nations 
to take pert in the Exposition, Chicago in spite 
of her t endeavors should prove unequal to 
the task, he would unbesitatingly favor an addi- 
tional apps If it were n to up- 
hold the National credit he did not propose that 

should be lacking. “As it stands now 

States is bound to the amount of 

$1,500,000 and nothing more. But the Nation 

must perform te duty, and in order that there 

may be no misunderstanding I give notice what 
my course will be if an emergency arises. 


Another Senator, one of the most. infiuen- 
tial members of that. body, Sherman of Ohio, 
said that he did not think it would be a serious 
thing if the Government were calied on to 
pay any future deficiency. 

Therefore, if it should appear a year hence 
that more mouey is needed than the ten 
millions which are already assured, and the 
six millions more which may come from the 
city and State, there will be no impropriety 
in going to Congress to get whatever addi- 
tional sum may be required, and Congress, 
jadging by the remarks of some of its most 
influential members, will not hesitate to give 
it, because it will be for the whole Nation, 
and not for the benefit of’ Chicago alone, ° 


THE BUTTERWORTH FOOL BILL. 

It seems to be generally conceded by those 
who have.visited Washington for the purpose 
of pleading against the Butterworth bill that 
the measure will passin the Lower House, 
however it may fare in the Senate. The 1m- 
pression prevails that while it ‘is probable a 
majority of the Congressmen are opposed to 
the bill on principle they wili vote for it in 
response toa demand by numerous “alli- 
ances’ of farmers, “patrons of husbandry,” 
and kindred organizations. These form a 
constituency too numerous to be ignored, 
especially as they clamor for it with a zeal 
born of conviction tliat their interests will 
be vastiy subserved by the adoption of such 
~®@ measure. - 

The country will probably be abie to stand 
it if the bill should become a law, but there 
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he now does, In such acase the additonal 
cost must come out of the pocket of the pro- 
ducer, who would pay a heavy penaity for 
his misdirected effort to secure a prohibition 
which does not prohibit. 

It may be set down as a foregone conclu- 
sion that such a law as that proposed by But 
terworth would be a dead failure from the 
start. It would follow im thé wake of laws 
designed to keep French assignats and Con- 
federate currency at par with gold and be 
equally futile as an ordinance forbidding 
water to run down hill or a law to limit the 
rate of interest. It woula interpose such an 
intolerable block iu the way of commerce as 
to speedily incite a general disregard of its 
provisions while waiting for its formal re- 


peal. 


STRIKES ARE THE RESULT OF GOOD TIMES. 

Fiush times and periods of great specula- 
tive activity and active investment of capital 
in improvements bring in their wake demands 
from:the working classes for higher wages 
and shorter hours of labor. If these are not 
granted strikes ensue and masses of men sit 
down in idleness. When the times are good, 
therefore, look out tor labor squalls. For 
this phenomenon, however, the workingmen 
are not to blame. They see everybody. around 
them seeming to be getting richer. They see 
suburban farms cut up iato acre iots, and 
acres cut up into building lots, and increasing 
many fold in nominal value in the process. 
They see greater activity in building, in 
manufact . and in trade, and feverish 
betting on future values. As their nature 
does not differ essentially from that of the 
wild speculators who surround them, and 
who are making money hand over fist, or 
think they are, the workmen of course ask 
for themselves a share of all the good things 
that are going. They too want to make more 
money and do less work. As the community 
of which they area part is actuated by that 
impuise they cannot heip sharing it. 


If fortune were to turn the world upside 


dowa those who now run Gas Trusts, and 
Railway Trusts, and Sugar Trusts, and Oil 
Trusts, and similar combinations would or- 
ganize trades-unions and become the “ walk- 
ing delegates,” while the Chicago carpenters 
and brickiayers would get up combines by 
means of which-they could make immense 
profits for themS&elves off all the necessaries 
of hfe. The great misfortune of the work- 
ingmen, however, is that they generally 
make their biggest demands just on the eve 
ofthe smashup which follows a period of 
overspeculation. They hoist saile on the 
ship of general prosperity just before the 
cyclone comes and the craft upsets. Their 
orators tell them that the feverish prosperity 
they see on every hand is due entirely to 
them, and that they ought to get all or 
most of it. They believe this, for it 
flatters themand makes them think the 
trades-unions alone move the world, instead 
of moving along with it, and they plunge 
into strikes headiong, often at the very mo- 
ment when the tide is about to turn and 
hard times to overwhelm everybody. 

There have been improving times in En- 
gland for two or three years and the result 
is a crop of strikes. There have been good 
times in the cities and increased speculative 
activity on this side of the ocean for two or 
three years and strikes are mecreasing in 
number and magnitude, Every sober and 
non-gambling person nearly has flourished, 
except the farmers, who are enveloped in 
hard times on account of low prices for their 
crops. Chicago has gone ahead phenome- 
nally, and as a result it is a storm-center of 
strikes at present. Possibly before the season 
is over every trade will heave tried its hand 
atthe business df stopping work. If the 
people believe that the good times will last 
the workingmen will frequently get what 
they ask for. But.if confidence is shaken, if 
there is an impression that a crash is soon to 
come, then they will fail, and instead of dic- 
tatmg what others shall pay them for their 
labor will have to take what is offered them. 
When labor is in demand it is easy to be- 
lieve what walking delegates say about 
the supremacy of labor. When it is not in 
demand that talk falls on dull ears. A man 
who is hungrily bunting a job does not think 
himseif of so much consequence. He then 
regards despised employers with more lenient 
eyes. 


MORAL WEAKNESS OF DEMOCRATIC 
TREASURERS, 

The Cleveland Leader, moved by the recent 
appalling exhibit of embezzlements com- 
mitted by the Treasurers of ten Democratic 
States, bas examined the record of the Coun- 
ty Treasurers in Ohio.

LONG STRIKES IN BUILDING TRADES 
largely on the question whether “ good 
times” and inflation are to last, If they do, 
and the cenfidence of the speculator outruns 
the conservat’sm of the prudent business- 
man, the workingman will win his strike, 
The contractors over whom such a fuss is 
made have little to do with the matter, They 
are at odds with the men, so far as the car- 
penters are concerned, not on questions of 
wages, for the capitalist pays them, but 
about sentimental matiers -suich as; Shall 
the walking delegate be recognized and have 
the right to’ order the men to quit 
work at any time? ‘Shall the contractor 
deal only with the trust ocdlied a 
union, or shall he be allowed to buy labor 
outside of the Labor Trust! The important 
question 1s whether the persons who were 
intending to put up new buildings or enlarge 
old oves can figure out a profit after they 


have paid the higher rates demanded for less 


work, Iftimesare to stay feverishly good 
and wages abnormally high, so that it will 
cost as much to build in 1890, 1891, or 1892 as 
in 1889, then they may make the venture, 
But if there is to be an artificially high cost 
this yoar to be followed by lower prices of 
labor and materials the year after it wouid be 
folly to buila now. If they aid, their houses 
built in 1890, and costing 25 or 80 per cent 
extra, would not rent for a cent more than 
those of 1891 paid for at the lower rates. 

If there is any expectation of business re- 
vuisions and adrop in wages, timid capital 
will seek some other form of investment than 
buildings. This would be bad for the strik- 
ers, but it would be a source of delignt to the 
present landlord ciass. They would reap 
from it a solid benefit. Rents have not ad- 
vanced maternally this spring. There are 
still many unoccupied “ouses. But if no new 
edifices were to be added this summer to the 
present stock rents would make an upward 
bound next spring. There would have been 
an addition of over 60,000 to 70,000 to the 
number of people to be housed, while there 
would not be many additional roofs to shelter 
them. The bidding for tenements would, 
therefore, be spirited, and prices would run 
up, The landlord would be the master of 
the situation. The workmen by stopping ali 
building would have helped him to corner the 
market, and be would take advantage of 
their needs as quickly as those of any other 
class. What the icemanis dome this sum- 
mer the house-owner would do next spring. 


A BURNING SOCIAL QUESTION, 

A burning social question of overwhelm- 
ing importance has arisen ih New York and 
“sassiety” is distracted over its sdiuhon. 
It seems to have grown outof the recent 
visit of the American Duchess of Mar)- 
borough to that city. As plain tho’ rich 
Mrs. Hamersiey she was of no special conse- 
quence and did not make a ripple among the 
swelis, but when she returned asthe Duchess 
of Marloorough ‘Mr. ‘MeAllister’s 400 and 
their hangers-on fairly fell over each other 
in their efforts to dance attendance about 
the American Duchess and to secure recog- 
ninon from her, apd with one accord she 
was given the place-of honor over and above 
all other women, @s a representative of real 
aristocracy. Now..that she has réturned to 
England, taking’ with her a fresh installment 
of money for her dissolute gambling husband 
to spend, a sort of-reaction has taken place, 
and the question Which is‘ now distracting 
the swells and syobs is whether they have 
done just the right thing, and whether Mra. 
Cleveland by virtue of being an ex-Presi- 
dent’s wife should not have been entitled to 
precedence over the Duchess—in fact, wheth- 
er Mrs. Cleveland in the future shall not be 
a kind of royal society queen, entitled to head 
the procession and always take the place of 
honor. 

The discussion is raging fast and furious, 
but since Mr. Ward McAllister gave Mrs. 
Clevelana the place of honor at we New 
Year's ball the majority of the first families 
are inclined to the opinion that she must 
haye the first place and the rest must follow 
at @ respectful distance. Commenting on 
the ridiculous discussion the New York 
World pertinently says: 


All this was particularly funny in view of the 
timid and hesitating way in which society peo- 
ple received Mrs, Cleveland as year or so ago 
when she first came to New York and the hait- 
hearted fashion in which they have entertained 
her. Itcan scarcely have escaped the memory 
even of the most casual observer in such matters 
that when Mrs. Cleveland came here from Wash- 
ington the question whether or not society would 
receive her at all was diligently considered. 
The women criticised her gowns and de- 
clared without hesitation that the enthusiastic 
paragraphs which those gowns had prompted at 
the hands or rather the pens of fashion writers 
at the National Capital were wholly unwarrant- 
ed and reaily thought that the atest kindness 
Mra. Whitney could do Mrs. Cleveland was to 
recommend a first-class modiste. And now 
comes the diverting spectacle of the women who 
pul.ed Mrs. Oleveland’s costumes to piecés and 
who accorded her the most grudging social rec- 
ognition clamoring in chorus for her and shout- 
ing as loudiy as polite society permits its vo- 
taries to out that she must be placed on a 
golden throne and bea “regular royal queen,” 
and that the most fashionabie and dist ished 
women of the town and the Duchess of Mari- 
borough and similar celebrities from abroad 
must follow in her train, and must, if possibile, 
come in quietly with rubber shoes on. 


lt is probable if the discussion becomes 
too heated that Mr. Ward McAllister will be 
called in to settle it, and as the first families 
live, move, and have their being in that par- 
ticular individual, for some mysterious rea- 
son, they will accept his dictum and meckly 
bow toit. But Mr. McAllister himself will 
be placed in a responsible position, for if Mrs. 
Cleveland isto represent royalty in New 
York by virtue of being an ex-President’s 
wife, what becomes of Mrs. Garfield and Mrs. 
Grant, both of whom must take precedence 
of her? True they aré women of too much 
sense to assert any such claim, but royal 
etiquet is always rigidly drawn in the mat- 
ter of precedence and if McAllister knows 
his business he must decide that these two 
ladies antedate Mrs. Cleveland, whatever 
may be their appaliing ignorance in the mat- 
ter of gowns or their indifference as to the 
thrillmg questions which agitate the bosoms 
of sticklers for caste and rank. 

As a matterof good taste and good sense 
there is too much fuss made over the Cleve- 
lands. The New York Sun’s vicious attacks 
upon Mr, Cleveland are in atrociously baa 
taste. He is now a private citizen and fis 
doings and actions, his opinions or his avoir- 
dupois, are of no more consequence than those 
of any other private citizen, » Mrs. Cieveland 
has no special claims upon society because 
she is the wife of an ex-President. She is 
now the wife of a private citizen and 
should take-her position in society by virtue 
of her intelligence, her character, and her 
goodness, or, taking the tests of New York 
society, by her gowns aud gewgaws. In 
their stress to set up a “royal queen” in 
lkew York these women seem wo forget ‘the 
ordinary canons of good taste, good sense, 
and common politeness, which dictate that in 
this country no one person can be accorded 
the social precedence over all others. Ward 
McAllister needs to club some sense into his 
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With a high of 80 per cent the cutlery 
manufacturers have not been able to get com- 
plete control of the market and wholly exclude 
foreign cutlery.
